To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Hebden  Royd  for  1971,  which 
was  my  first  complete  year  in  the  combined  post  of  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District  and  Divisional  Medi- 
cal Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Health  Services. 
Under  the  scheme  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  similar 
functions  and  responsibilities  in  the  other  seven  districts  in 
the  combined  division  which  includes  the  County  area  served 
by  the  Halifax  hospitals. 

1971  was  a year  of  changes  — changes  effected,  changes 
proposed  nationally  and  locally,  involving  not  only  Health 
Services  but  Social  and  Education  Services  and,  indeed, 
local  government  as  a whole.  Paramount  amongst  these  in 
interest  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  the  launching  of 
the  Social  Services  Department  and  the  gradual  transfer  of 
responsibility  for  Home  Helps,  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and 
some  other  services  from  the  Health  Department  to  the  Social 
Services  Department. 

The  excitement  of  this  exercise  had  scarcely  begun  to 
abate  when  we  received  the  Consultative  Document  on  the 
re- organisation  of  the  Health  Services  as  a basis  for  discus- 
sion upon  which  the  proposed  unification  and  future  manage- 
ment of  the  health  services  would  take  place. 

There  are  two  points  I would  like  to  bring  in  here  indicat- 
ing how  changes  locally  in  the  work  of  this  department  were 
introduced  to  phase  in  with  these  major  events. 

First,  whilst  clearly  intended  that  the  Social  Services 
Department  should  press  ahead  as  rapidly  and  effectively  as 
possible  through  the  stages  of  planning  the  administration 
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and  the  assimilation  of  the  work  into  the  new  department* 
the  initial  shortage  of  premises  and  manpower  led  to  a period 
of  difficulty  in  providing  all  the  intended  services  for  the 
community.  The  vital  need  for  close  liaison  between  depart- 
ments dealing  with  related  problems  affecting  the  community 
became  underlined  and  initiated  the  development  of  co-oper- 
ation links  with  the  Social  Services  and  other  departments  at 
various  levels,  aimed  at  overcoming  the  difficulties  encount- 
ered during  this  time.  Perhaps  if  transfer  of  responsibilities  to 
the  new  Social  Services  Department  had  been  timed  to 
coincide  with  the  other  major  changes  in  the  Health  Services 
and  Local  Government  there  would  have  been  more  oppor- 
tunity for  preparation.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  that 
important  lessons  are  to  be  learned  about  the  necessity  of 
advance  preparation  so  that,  when  the  time  comes,  changes 
in  the  Health  Services  may  proceed  as  smoothly  as  possible. 
Initially,  of  course,  these  changes  will  involve  particular  mem- 
bers of  staff  and  administration  rather  than  patients  but  it  is 
my  view  that  the  acid - test  of  the  service  is  its  quality  and 
availability  as  far  as  the  recipient,  i.e.  patient,  is  concerned. 
For  this  reason  we  have  pursued  locally,  and  without  excep- 
tion with  the  encouragement  of  Family  Doctors,  the  concept 
of  the  community  health  team  providing  a co-operative 
system  of  primary  care  for  the  public.  Health  visitors  had 
already  become  Indentified  with  particular  practices  and* 
during  the  year,  attachment  of  Home  Kurses  was  completed. 
Preliminary  discussions  took  place  to  enable  midwives  to 
work  as  closely  as  possible  with  small  groups  of  a few  Family 
Doctors  to  improve  liaison  in  the  provision  of  midwifery 
care. 

I am  convinced  that,  if  these  primary  care  teams  are 
well  established  by  1974,  and  effective  links  consolidated 
with  related  departments,  it  will  already  have  contributed 
much,  locally,  to  future  amalgamation  of  the  services  and  to 
ensuring  that  the  Patient’s  welfare  is  not  put  at  risk  whilst 
the  new  ranks  are  being  closed. 

The  second  point  which  determined  certain  changes  dur- 
ing the  year  was  the  perennial  and  widespread  complaint  of 
shortage  of  staff.  Already  short  all  round  in  the  midwifery, 
health  visiting  and  nursing  establishment,  this  was  a year 
bedevilled  by  illness  in  the  staff,  several  of  whom  required 
major  surgery  and  long  periods  of  sick  leave.  The  medical 
staff  position,  likewise  was  seriously  short  of  manpower  and 
I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  to  those  family  doc- 
tors who  provided  their  services  and  help  particularly  in  the 
child  welfare  clinics.  Fortunately  the  medical  staff  position 
improved  considerably  during  the  course  of  the  year. 


The  shortage  of  health  visitors  was  part  or  the  reason  for 
pushing  ahead  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  developmental 
assessment  programme  for  pre-school  children  and  the  intro- 
duction of  the  pre-  school  medical  examination  at  the  age  of 
4\  years.  Not  only  were  there  sound  reasons  for  regarding 
this  system  as  advantageous  in  the  monitoring  of  the  child’s 
health  and  development  but  it  was  incorporated  in  general 
changes  involving  infant  welfare  work  and  immunisation 
policy  to  allow  the  health  visitors  scope  in  using  their  time 
as  effectively  as  possible.  Under  this  scheme  a series  of 
screening  tests  are  carried  out  by  the  health  visitors  at  inter- 
vals during  the  child’s  pre-school  life  and,  at  less  frequent 
intervals,  the  doctors  conduct  other  tests  and  medically 
examines  the  child.  In  addition  routine  vision  and  hearing 
tests  are  carried  out.  By  this  process  any  problem  or  devia- 
tion from  the  normal  is  identified  and  treatment  arranged 
without  delay.  On  the  whole  this  scheme  has  been  very  well 
received  by  parents  and  the  interest  shown  by  mothers  in  the 
home  visits  and  their  co-operation  in  clinic  attendance  is 
most  gratifying.  However,  there  is  one  sphere  of  develop- 
mental assessment  which  so  far  has  not  been  as  successful  as 
we  would  wish.  This  is  the  hearing  test  carried  out  during 
the  infant’s  first  year  of  life  where  the  failure  rate  to  attend 
for  the  test  is,  on  average  over  50  per  cent.  It  is  essential  to 
bring  home  to  mothers  the  importance  of  this  test;  they  have 
to  be  made  to  realise  that  this  test  is  designed  not  merely  to 
ascertain  the  child’s  ability  to  hear  noise  but  to  ensure  that 
he  can  appreciate  the  full  range  of  vocal  sounds.  If  a child 
cannot  hear  a complete  speech  scale  he  may  well  suffer 
educationally,  emotionally  and  socially  as  well  as  having 
difficulty  with  speech  development. 

The  pre-school  examination  is  a comprehensive  review 
of  the  child’s  progress  with  a full  medical  examination  at 
which  the  child  also  receives  his  44  booster  ” immunisation. 
The  advantages  here  are  that  any  physical,  mental  or  emo- 
tional problems  likely  to  affect  the  child’s  education  are 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  teacher  before  the  child  enters 
school  and  the  method  of  management  discussed  and  applied 
from  his  first  day  in  school.  Similarly  he  has  been  given 
additional  protection  against  the  routine  infectious  diseases 
before  he  is  exposed  to  the  increased  risk  of  contact  in  the 
larger  school  population. 

The  Halifax  Hospitals  provide  hospital  services  for  the 
Urban  District  and  the  other  seven  districts  comprising  this 
County  Division  and  following  the  publication  of  the  Con- 
sultative Document  on  the  Unification  of  the  Health  Services 
planning  of  services  will  take  into  account  these  co-ordinated 
roles.  There  is,  at  present,  a considerable  degree  of 
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co-ordination  of  hospital,  general  practitioner  and  local 
health  authority  services  in  e.g.  midwifery  through  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  maternity  liaison  committee  and  in 
the  successful  development  of  the  Geriatric  Day  Hospital  at 
Nort'howram.  Along  with  the  main  geriatric  hospital,  com- 
missioned in  September,  1970,  an  effective  geriatric  service 
is  provided  at  Northowram  for  long  stay  and  day  geriatric 
patients.  Further  developments  at  this  hospital  will  include 
a new  psychiatric  unit  for  longer  stay  patients.  At  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  among  the  major  developments  during 
1971  were  the  new  acute  psychiatric  unit  of  sixty  beds  and 
day  hospital  and  a very  fine  new  maternity  unit  with  full 
range  of  services.  The  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  is  likewise 
the  subject  of  close  consideration  for  future  extensions  and 
improvement  of  facilities. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  remained  un- 
changed over  the  previous  year  according  to  the  mid- 1971 
estimate  by  the  Registrar  General.  Upon  comparing  the 
Census  figures  over  the  10  year  period  1961  to  1971  there 
has  been  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the  resident  population. 
The  number  of  live  births  remained  very  much  the  same  as 
the  previous  year.  There  was  one  still  birth  during  the  year 
but  the  number  of  infants  under  12  months  who  died 
incerased  to  4.  Three  of  these  children  died  soon  after  birth, 
two  from  respiratory  failure  and  one  from  prematurity.  The 
number  of  all  deaths  was  20  per  cent  less  than  the  1970 
figure  which  had  shown  an  increase  in  the  elderly  female 
population.  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District 
was  12-6  per  thousand  population  compared  with  15*3  for 
the  previous  year.  The  main  causes  of  death  were,  predict- 
ably, diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  in  both  sexes.  It 
is  noteworthy  that,  although  the  total  number  of  female 
deaths  was  less  than  the  previous  year’s  figure  the  number 
of  deaths  from  this  group  of  diseases  remained  much  the 
same,  and  in  fact,  the  number  of  female  deaths  from  coron- 
ary disease  showed  a sharp  increase. 

Measles  continued  to  be  the  most  commonly  notified 
infectious  disease  during  the  year  with  a total  of  37  cases. 
Mothers  are  urged  to  protect  their  children  against  this 
condition  by  vaccination  which  is  now  included  in  the 
routine  vaccination  and  immunisation  programme  carried 
out  during  the  child’s  second  year  of  life.  Whilst  most  child- 
ren who  develop  measles  make  a satisfactory  recovery  fol- 
lowing what  is  usually  a miserable  period  of  illness  there  is 
always  a possibility  of  complications  occurring  such  as 
bronchitis,  ear  inflammation  or  even  effects  on  the  nervous 
system.  When  this  occurs  the  condition  must  be  regarded  as 
being  rather  more  serious  than  “ a period  of  miserable 
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illness.”  How  much  better  it  is  to  avoid  such  an  occurrence 
taking  place  by  protecting  the  child  in  the  first  instance. 

There  was  a change  m the  routine  immunisation  pro- 
cedures by  the  withdrawal  of  routine  vaccination  of  infants 
against  smallpox.  This  national  policy  followed  the  recom- 
mendation made  to  the  Department  of  Health  by  the 
advisory  committee  on  vaccination  and  immunisation  and 
was  based  on  progress  made  on  the  international  front  by 
the  World  Health  Organisation  eradication  programme  and 
the  view  that,  in  this  country,  the  risk's  of  continuing  routine 
vaccination  of  infants  outweighs  the  advantages  as  a pre- 
ventive measure.  People  travelling  to  areas  where  smallpox 
is  still  a threat  and  those  at  special  risk,  e g.  ambulance 
staff  continue  to  be  vaccinated  as  a routine. 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  con- 
tinue to  advise,  inspect  and  sample  in  order  to  ensure  that 
the  regulations  are  observed  in  respect  of  food  hygiene  and 
the  sale  of  pure  milk.  Vigilance  by  Tie  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  regularly  examining  farm  ootrted  milk  for 
brucellosis  produced  a positive  culture  on  twenty  occasions 
during  the  year.  This  condition  can  be  aimeuit  to  eradicate 
in  dairy  herds  and  it  is  pleading  to  repmi  the  co-operation 
obtained  from  producers  in  singling  out  the  infected  animals 
and  removing  them  from  the  herd. 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  details 
progress  in  the  demolition  and  clearance  of  unfit  property 
during  the  year  and  the  number  of  properties  improved  with 
grant  aid.  Under  the  1969  Housing  Act  provision  of  such 
grant  aid  was  increased  and  made  less  complex  and  should 
enable  the  older  structurally  sound  properties  to  be  improved 
thus  preserving  their  intrinsic  attraction  with  the  convenience 
of  modern  amenities. 

Finally,  may  I express  on  behalf  of  the  department, 
gratitude  for  the  understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  to  thank  Mr  Tindall,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  kind  assistance  and  co-operation 
at  all  times.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebdcn  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  die 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  Northowram  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic 
sick),  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  and  Todmorden  Stans  - 
field  View  Hospital  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients. 

Maternity  Reds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot 
covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered 
by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an 
agency  agreement  for  hospital  admissions.  For  other  work 
arrangements  are  made  through  the  W.R.C.C.  Brighouse 
Ambulance  Depot. 

C Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and 
by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There 
are  also  facilities  for  the  examination  of  clinical  specimens, 
including  cervical  smears,  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 


IX  Issue  of  Anti- Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical 
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practitioners  requiring  them.  A supply  of  reagents  for 
diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  measles 
and  rubella  is  available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners 
who  have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding 
County  Councils  schemes  oTilnmunisatkm.

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

CROFT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.  The 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  attendance  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon  together  with  the  Health  Visitors.  These 
premises  are  inter-connected  with  the  main  premises  of  the 
local  Group  Practice. 

MYTHOLMROYD  HEALTH  CENTRE,  THRUSH 
HILL  ROAD.  The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  is 
held  here  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in  atten- 
dance on  alternate  weeks.  Accommodation  is  provided  for 
and  shared  with  the  local  Group  Practice. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year  a system  of  regular 
screening  tests  to  asses  development  of  all  pre-school  child- 
ren was  introduced  as  part  of  the  Child  Health  Service 
carried  out  by  the  health  visitors  and  doctors.

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PROVISION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS,  ETC. 

A variety  of  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  infant  foods 
were  also  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for  the  conven- 
ience of  mothers.  National  uried  Milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange 
juice  etc.,  have  been  distributed  at  the  Centre  for  many 
years.  During  the  year,  however,  the  Welfare  Food  Order 
1971  came  into  operation,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  with- 
draw cheap  welfare  milk  from  all  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  school  age  but  to  extend  entitle- 
ment to  free  Welfare  milk  for  those  at  nutritional  risk  for 
financial  or  other  reason.  The  Welfare  Foods  Scheme  also 
provides  vitamins  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and 
young  children.  Under  the  same  Order,  cold  liver  oil  (Vit.  A 
and  D.)  was  withdrawn  in  April,  1971,  and  orange  juice 
(Vit.  C)  at  the  end  of  December,  1971.  The  reasons  for  this 
measure  were  first,  the  impalatable  taste  of  cod  liver  oil  for 
many  dhildren  and  secondly  the  belief  that  misuse  of  con- 
centrated fruit  syrups  (such  as  Yv  elf  are  orange  juice)  con- 
tribute to  dental  caries.  These  products  have  been  replacd 
by  Vit.  A,  D and  C drops  tor  children  and  Vit.  A,  D and  C 
tablets  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  tablets  con- 
tain, in  addition,  certain  other  essential  nutritional  require- 
ments for  the  expectant  and  nursing  mother. 

These  vitamin  preparations  are  free  to  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  children  under  school  age  in  low  income 
families  in  addition  to  free  W'elfare  milk.  Included  in  these 
are  families  in  receipt  of  Supplementary  Benefit  or  Family 
Income  Supplement  and  any  in  special  need  because  of  low 
income.  For  families  not  entitled  to  free  provision  the  cost  of 
these  preparations  is  very  modest — about  5p  for  a six  weeks’ 
supply. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  homes  in 
cases  requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both 
the  Halifax  and  Todmorden  Ambulance  Stations  should  it 
be  necessary  to  transfer  a premature  infant  to  hospital. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
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Hepton  districts;  the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  Mytholm- 
royd  and  part  of  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District.

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilenc 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  three  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District,  but  covering  also  Hepton 
R.D.  and  part  of  Sowerby  Bridge  U.D. 

A Home  Nursing  Officer  (Mrs  Briggs)  was  appointed 
during  the  year. 

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Vistor  are  combined  with 
those  of  school  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children, 
of  persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives 
advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection.  Throughout  this  health  division  as  far 
as  possible  Health  Visitors  are  attached  to  the  practices  of 
family  doctors  and  serve  the  families  on  their  medical  lists 
rather  than  working  in  fixed  districts.  This  attachment  scheme 
has  led  to  closer  integration  of  the  two  services  and  this  is 
very  much  appreciated. 

E.  Family  Planning 

Since  January,  1971,  me  Family  banning  Association 
have  held  weekly  sessions  at  Todmorden  and  in  Allan  House 
Clinic  at  Sowerby  Bridge,  providing  a service  for  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Calder  Valley.  The  General  Practitioners  also 
provide  this  service.  Later  in  1971  family  planning  facilities 
were  extended  by  the  opening  of  a clinic  for  !U  D (inter 
itinary  device)  fitting  clinic. 


F.  Horn©  Helps 

Under  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970, 
responsibility  for  the  Home  Help  Service  came  under  the 
Social  Services  Department,  and  transfer  was  effected  during 
1971. 


F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub -normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Royal 

Halifax  Infirmary,  and  has  helped  to  forge  a valuable  link 
with  the  hospital  service.  She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting 
patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace  and  supervise  their  con- 
tacts. In  1971  visits  were  paid  to  77  households  in  the 
division.

Mental  Health 

Under  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970s 
arrangements  for  the  provision  of  Social  Services  (including 
advice  and  support)  for  the  purpose  of  the  prevention  of 
mental  disorder,  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  mental 
disorder  and  the  after  care  ot  such  persons  became  the  res- 
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ponsibility  of  the  Social  Services  Department.  Transfer  of 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  ^responsibility  for  Adult 
Training  Centres  took  place  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Education  (Handicapped  Children)  Act,  1970, 
provision  was  made  to  bring  within  the  educational  system 
those  children  who  became  or  would  previously  have  been 
deemed  as  being  unsuitable  for  education  at  school,  and 
responsibility  for  providing  training  for  such  children  passed 
from  the  Health  Department  to  the  Education  Department 
during  the  year  under  review.  By  these  arrangements  the 
former  Junior  Training  Centres  became  designated  as 
Special  Schools.

H.  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
immunisation  and  vaccination  of  school  children  and  pre- 
school  children  may  be  done  either  at  the  clinic  or  by  the 
family  doctor.  Under  the  County  Health  Department’s  com- 
puter programme  immunisations  are  offered  during  the  pre- 
school period  to  protect  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping 
cough,  polio  and  measles.  Routine  vaccination  of  infants 
against  smallpox  was  withdrawn  in  August,  1971,  following 
the  recommendation  made  to  the  Department  of  Health  by 
the  Advisory  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 
and  was  based  on  progress  made  on  the  international  front 
by  the  World  Health  Organisation  Smallpox  Eradication 
Programme  and  the  view  that,  in  this  country,  the  risks  of 
continuing  the  routine  vaccination  of  infants  outweigh  the  - 
advantages  as  a precautionary  measure. 

In  addition  to  booster  immunisations  given  later  in 
childhood,  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to 
those  who  require  it  at  the  age  of  12  to  13  years  and  vaccina- 
tion against  German  measles  to  girls  in  the  same  age  group 
wno  have  no  natural  immunity.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-second 
annual  report  as  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Cleansing  Superintendent. 

Almost  all  the  new  house  building  completed  during  the 
year  was  by  private  builders,  only  two  maisonettes  being 
erected  by  the  Council. 

The  water  main  extension  to  serve  properties  to  Bloomer- 
gate  and  Ewood  was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
and  most  of  the  houses  concerned  were  connected.  This  is  a 
considerable  improvement  in  an  area  which  has  given  trouble 
for  a number  of  years. 

The  long-awaited  dual  purpose  gully/cesspool  emptier 
was  finally  delivered,  and  the  service  for  the  de-sludging  of 
septic  tanks  was  inaugurated.  All  those  septic  tanks — some 
43 — within  reach  of  the  vehicle  were  de-sludged  and  it  is 
intended  to  carry  out  this  work  approximately  every  nine 
months. 
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There  are  still  some  451  houses  having  shared  toilet 
facilities  which  is  12%  of  all  houses  in  the  district.  Also,  29% 
of  houses  have  no  bath  and  33%  have  no  wash  basin. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
by  all  the  staff  of  the  Department,  technical,  administrative 
and  manual. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  Brock,  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  is  always  ready  to  help  and  advise  on 
medical  problems,  and  to  the  other  chief  officers  of  the 
Council  who  have  willingly  supplied  certain  information  for 
inclusion  in  this  report.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

During  the  year  a survey  was  carried  out  on  a pilot 
smoke  control  scheme  covering  the  Fairfield  area.  The  area 
surveyed  included  1 82  houses  and  7 other  properties.  In 
August  the  Council  accepted  a report  on  the  survey  and 
decided  to  submit  the  scheme  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Before  approving  the  proposal,  however,  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  requested  that  a phased  programme  of 
smoke  control  covering  the  whole  area  be  submitted  for 
approval.  A programme  was  prepared,  approved  by  the 
Council,  and  submitted  to  the  Department  of  the  Environ- 
ment.

Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  of  one  property  to  pro- 
vide a satisfactory  and  wholesome  supply.  Repeated  samples 
had  consistently  shown  evidence  of  pollution,  and  it  had  not 
been  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  pollution  or  the  source 
of  the  supply.  The  owner  has  agreed  to  connect  this  house  to 
his  own  supply.,  which  is  satisfactory. 

The  two  polluted  supplies  referred  to  in  my  last  report 
were  abandoned  and  the  houses  connected  to  a new  mains 
supply.

FOOD 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  is 
operated  by  a firm  of  wholesale  butchers.  Examination  of  all 
animals  killed  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year.  No 
case  of  Tuberculosis  was  found  and  only  one  case  of  localised 
Cysticercus  Bovis  was  found.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  follow- 
ing table,  the  percentage  of  carcases  affected  with  disease 
show  an  appreciable  reduction  over  last  year. 

During  the  year  four  complaints  of  unsound  food  were 
investigated.  Of  these,  three  were  found  to  be  foreign  bodies 
in  the  food  and  one  of  mould.  The  Council  authorised  pro- 
ceedings to  be  instituted  in  one  case,  which  will  be  heard  in 
the  new  year. 

The  organisms  of  Brucellosis  were  found  in  the  milk 
from  two  herds.  Milk  from  every  individual  cow  in  these 
herds  was  sampled  and  the  affected  animals  removed  from 
the  milking  herd.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  number  of  complaints  of  infestations  in  dwelling- 
houses  was  almost  doubled  over  the  previous  year.  Whilst 
infestations  by  rats  increased  by  50%,  infestations  by  mice 
increased  by  80%.  On  the  other  hand,  infestations  in  business 
premises  were  much  less,  mainly  of  rats. 

There  is  very  little  infestation  in  the  sewers,  tests  show- 
ing no  evidence  of  a build-up  in  any  part  of  either  Mytholm- 
royd  or  Hebden  Bridge,  minor  infestation  being  confined  to 
known  pockets  in  the  system.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 
The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage,  using  sacks  as 
bin  liners,  introduced  last  year  on  five  of  the  Council  estates 
was  extended  during  the  current  year  and  covers  727  houses. 
The  scheme  has  worked  very  well  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend 
it  further  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Council  operates  a municipal  dustbin  scheme,  all 
the  bins  supplied  being  plastic  with  rubber  lids.  These  have 
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been  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory  in  service  and  the 
reduction  in  noise  at  collection  times  is  appreciated  by  the 
public. 

Costs  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  rising  regularly 
each  year  although  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  overall  costs 
as  low  as  possible  consistent  with  a satisfactory  service.  The 
principal  cause  of  higher  costs  is  an  appreciable  increase  in 
labour  charges.
